"NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


THE ACADEMIE FRANCAISE, 


---'The eminent Jewish scholar, Dr. Jules Oppert, whose investigations 
have done so much to elucidate the history of the ancient Assyrian race 
which had many points of contact with his own, has just been elected by the 
French Academy to one of the forty chairs of that illustrious assembly, The 
vacancy which is thus filled was created by the death of M. Mariette, the 
Egyptologist, who was a competitor of Dr. Oppert’s when the great prize 


of 20,000 francs “for the work or discovery best calculated to serve and 


honour France” was adjudged to the latter, It is worthy tobe mentioned to 


the credit of the Academy that the man whom the leading French literary 


and scientific institution has thus chosen to honour is of German birth, — 


having been born at Hamburg in 1825. A more worthy and generous 
rebuke to the Judenhetze could not have been administered. When Oppert 


left his native country, at the age of 22, he was disqualified by his Jewish — 


birth and religion from the professoriate in Germany. In France he fonnd 


no such obstacles in his course; he proved worthy of the patronage of hig — 


adopted country ; and his researches and his clear and ‘methodical arrange. 
ments have made the French collection of Assyrian antiquities in Paris the 
most instructive to the ordinary visitor and one of the most interesting that 
can be seen. His printed works are voluminous and are of a more recondite 
nature, but it will be observed from the titles which we print elsewhere that 
they are not entirely dissertations on dry and limited points of research, but 
include also connected histories which cannot fail to possess some of the 
popular interest which attaches to all narrative composition. Dr. Oppert 
is not the first Israelite who has been elected a member of the Académie 
des Inscriptions et Belles- Lettres. The late M. Munk for example became 
one of this distinguished body. But the election of Dr. Oppert will be none 
the less agreeable to his coreligionists. Dr. Oppert has been fond of tracing 
his readiness to enter into the spirit of the ancient people with whose 
archwology he has been principally concerned to his early studies in the 
antiquities of a kindred people whose literature is easier to understand, For 
him the Bible and the Talmud proved the best introduction to the. brick 
inscribed records of Babel. He has long been a member of the Central 
Committee of the Alliance Israclite, and is faithfully attached to the religion 
and race of his ancestors, | 


JEWS’ HOSPITAL AND ORPHAN ASYLUM. 

The Biennial Dinner in aid of the funds of the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum, Lower Norwood, will be held on Wednesday next at 
Willis’s Rooms, when a distinguished gathering of friends of the charity are 
expected to support Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen, a past president of the Orphan 
Asylum, who will preside. The amalgamated institution is one of the best 
managed of our charities and its history forms a very agreeable page in the 
annals of the Jewish community of London. 
founded in 1806, but the nucleus of funds utilised for its establishment was 


collected in 1795 by the brothers Benjamin and Abraham Goldsmid, urged -— 


thereto by the large hearted and liberal minded magistrate, Patrick Colquhoun, 
and warmly seconded by Mr. Joshua Van Oven, On the 28th of June, 
1807, the old building in Mile End was opened un‘ ce the name of 
(“‘ Abode of the Just”), for the support of the aged and the maintenance 
education and employment of youth.” The funds of the charity were then 
£30,000. It received five aged men and five aged women, ten boys and 
eight girls, The increased demands upon the institution and the dilapidated 
condition of the building in 1860 necessitated its removal. | 
some edifice at Lower Norwood was erected in 1861 (on a site generously 
presented by Mr. and Mrs. Barnett Meyers), at a cost of £28,000, But 
various circumstances caused the succeeding few years to be a critical time 


| for the charity. The annual expenditure greatly exceeded the income, and 
in 1867, a debt of upwards of £6,000 was accumulated. A reorganisation of 
_ the Committee ensued with Dr. H. Behrend (the present President) as the | 
Chairman. At this time also the aged people agreeably with their own 
wishes became out pensioners instead of residing in the house. Chiefly 


owing to the exertions of Mr. Lionel Van Oven and Mr. F. D. Mocatta, 
the debt was in 1871 liquidated. Since then the benefits of the institution 


have been gradually extended, In 1874 the Scheme for the amalgamation of 


the Jews’ Hospital and the Orphan Arylam (which was founded under humble 


auspices in 1831) was adopted (in 1876) by the subscribers of both — 
charities. The most sanguine expectations of the promoters of the joint 
scheme have been more than realized. ‘The institution now shelters 207 
children, of whom about 150. are orphans, a total increase of 41 since the. eM

DR. JULES OPPERT. 


We have much pleasure in gnnouncing that our eminent coreligionist, 
Dr. Jules Oppert of Paris, well-known for his researches in ancient Assyrian 
history, has been elected by the Academy of France (Académie des Inacrip- 
tions et Belles-Lettres) to the place among the forty members of that Insti- 
tute left vacant by the death of M. Mariette, the Egyptologist. M. Oppert, 
a German by origin, but French by naturalization, was born at Hamburg on 
July 9, 1825, being a nephew on the mother’s side of the jurist Edward 
Gans. After having terminated his classical and mathematical studies in 


Hamburg, and followed the course of Law at Heidelberg, his taste for phi- 


losophy induced him to go to the University of Bonn, where he was one of 
the assiduous disciples of Frederich Freytag in Arabic, and of Christian 
Lassen in Sanscrit. He continued his studies for two years at Berlin and 
at Kiel, where he was received as Doctor of Philosophy, ‘and read for that 
degree a thesis on Indian Criminal Law (“ De Jure Indorum Criminali’”’), 
Taking up Zend and cognate Aryan tongues, he a little while after- 
wards published at Berlin a work on the vocal system of the ancient Persian 
language, entitled “ Lautsystem des Altpersischen,”’ 1847, in 8vo. As an 
Israelite, he was deprived in Germany of part of the advantages to which 
his erudition entitled him; for example, the professorial caree: was closed 
against him. Being recommended to M. Letronne, the celebrated critic and 
archeologist, he came to France, and had the advantage of personal association 
with Burnouf, de Sauley, Longpérier, and other eminent French Orientalists. 
He obtained in 1848 the post of Professor of German at the Lycée of 
Laval, and afterwards at that of Rheims, The memoirs which he published 
in the Revue Archéologique and in the Journal Asiatique on the Persian 
language, and on cuneiform writing, attracted to him the attention of the 


Institute, which designated him as a member of the scientific expedition to. 


Mesopotamia, undertaken in 1851 by order of the French Government. On 


returning to France, he received letters of naturalization, and was charged 
_ bythe Minister of Public Instruction to proceed to London in order to study — 


at the British Museum the Assyrian inscriptions and monuments trom the 

-eThe task of describing the journey to Mesopotamia by the light of these 

subs quent researches was confided to his care by the Minister of State, and 


_ M. Oppert commenced the publication in 1857, under the title of “ Expedition. 
_.. Belentifique en Mésopotamie, éxecutée par ordre du gouvernement, de 1851 a 
_ 1854, par MM. Fulgence Fresnel, Félix Thomas et Jules Oppert.” It con- 


tains, in addition to the account of the voyage, remarkable essays on the 
chronology and history of the Assyrians and Babylonians, on cuneiferm 
inscriptions, and the interpretation and historical illustration and criticism 
many 


Adopting to a great extent the ideas of Hincks and ‘Rawlinson, 


“and using the results’ of examination on. the 


spot, M. Oppert devised and secured approval for a novel system of» 


interpretation which is set out in his communication to the Institute. He 
was the first to precisely ascertain, survey, and measure the site of Babylon, 
and furnished a plan of it to the French Geographical Society. In his 
_ Bubsequent writings he was in like manner the first to show that the records 
_ which remain haye the antiquity which is now generally assigned to them. 
In deciphering and explaining the sculptured brick and other monumental 
Inscriptions, M. Oppert was much assisted by the familiarity with the old 
Semitic institutions and formulas, as well as certain Semitic ways of 
_ embodying legal conceptions and witnessing legal transactions, which he 
derived from Biblical and Talmudical investigations cn the one hand,

The Imperial prize of 20,000 francs for scientific distinction was 
awarded to M. Oppert in 1863, and he had also received the Cross of the 
Legion of Honour under the empire in 1856. ‘This was the second time of 
the award of this biennial prize which was adjudged on the recommendation 
of the Academy for “the work or the discovery most calculated to honour 
and serve the country.” M. Mariette, whom he has succeeded as a member 
of the learned body which designated the winner of the prize, was Dr. 
Oppert’s competitor for it on this occasion. In 1857 he had been appointed 
Professor of Sanscrit at the Imperial Library at Paris, and published a 
Sanscrit Grammar for his pupils (Berlin, 1859, 2nd edition 1863). The 
excellent aud instructive arrangement of the State collection of Assyrian 
antiquities at Paris is also due to him, He was appointed in 1874 Professor 
of Philology and of Assyrian Archeology at the Collége de Trance, and 
continues his course of lectures at that time-honoured institution. : 

M. Oppert has also published » work on tle jnscriptions of the 
Achaemenids, Paris, 1854, 8vo. Ife has communicated to the Institute 


several memoirs and a map of ancient Baby'on, and contributed to the 


“Athenwum Francais,” to the “Annales de philosophie chretienne,’ Wc. 
M. Oppert attended the Orientalist Congress in London a few years ago, 
and was in this country in 1879 studying again the Assyrian records in the 
British Museum. He isa member of the Central Committee of the Aliiance 
Israclite Universelle. M. Oppert was among the French servants who 
attended the Lisbon Congress last. year, and on his way back to Paris 
formed one of a small but devoted congregation which celebrated the service 


of the Day of Atonement in Madrid. M. Oppert is the brother of the late ° 


librarian to the Queen, now professor in British India.

Mr. B.-H. p’Aviapor suggested that Lord Shaftesbury’s co-operation might 
be asked solely as a means of obtaining information. Lord Shaftesbury’s - 


aesociation was very powerful especially in Africa, and the machinery of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association was certainly too limited to obtain any advantages 
for the Jews in Abyssinia. : | 

The Rev. A. Liwy objected to the course proposed. HH» reminded the 
Association that missionaries were especially the cause of tho oppression of the 
Jews in Abyssinia and it was they who had impelled the late King Theodore to 
persecute the Jews. 

The Rev. Professor Marks considercd that the fear of communicating with 
Lord Shaftesbury was greatly exaggerated. Everyone knew that they were no 
friends of Lord Shaftesbury in his endeavours to promote Christianity amongst 
the Jews. This was bowever neutral ground, and all religions: might well 
combine to protest against the measures proposed to be carried out in Abyssinia, 
Lord Shaftesbury had already done good service In protesting against the 
persecution of the Jews in Damascus and in other places. . 

Mr. J. BenatnFit hoped that an expression of opinion would be given that 
the Council should co-operate with Lord Shaftesbary ’s association. What was 
proposed to be done in Abyssinia was as much against Christianity as Judaism, 

Mr IsrageL DAVIS reminded the meeting that Lord Shaftesbury had several 
times done good service for the Jews. His speech at the Mansion House 
denouncirg the persecution of the Jows in Roumaula should not be forgotten, 
and it should also be borne in mind that he-was instrumental in having inserted 
in the Factory Act a clanso which provided that Jews might work on Sundays if 
they abstained from labour on their Sabbaths. In fact he took charge in the 
louse of Lords of the Bill which gave the Jews this privilege. 

Mr. LkopuLp ScyLos8 said he would certainly advocate the course suggested 
by the Chairman at the meetiog of the Conjoint Committees of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and the B-ard of Deputies, to whom the matter had been 
referred by the Excentive. The subject then dropped. 

Mr, B. Kiscm stated that the recent appeal which had been made by 
the Association on behalf of the dewsain the famine-stricken districta in Peraia 
had met with a very meagrs rceponse.

Mr. A. FRANKLIN proposed that the Association should transmit to the 
Czar of Russia the expression of their horror of the crime which had been 


recently committed in that country and their sympathy with him on the foul 


murder of his father. When the late Emperor of Russia visited Exgland, the 
Association besought his aid on behalf of the Jews under his sway, and he con- 


_ sidered thatthe Jowsshould show that they had no sympathy with secret societies, 
aud that they looked with horror and abhorrence at the deed which bad been _ 
committed, They wight at the same time congratulate the Czar on his accession — 


to the throne, and express a hope that under his august reign he would be able 


to improve the condition of the Jews in his. dominions. 


‘The Rev. Prof. Manks suggested that if the proposition of Mr. Franklin be 


accepted it should be carried into effect by the Joint Committees of the Anglo- 


Jewish Association aud the Board of Deputies. 


A discussion ensued on the advisability of agreeing to Mr. Franklin’s sug-.— 
gestion in its entirety, Several members, were of opinion that all expressions — 
_ of gratitude-to the late Czar should be omitted. As men and Englishmen ther 

abhorrence of the crime committed, aud their sympathy with the present Czar 


had been publicly expressed by their representatives in: Parliament, but as 
Jews they had nothing to be grateful for to the late Czar. If this were not 80, 
the records of the Anglo-Jewish Association were a tissue of falsehoods. The 


Jews of Russia had great and long standing grievances, and the late Czar had 


done nothing, except making promises, to improve their position. oe 
The CHAIRMAN, in case bis silence might be misconstrued, desired to say 


‘that if the siggcetion of Mr. F.anklin were kept within certain lines there could 


be no objection to the proposal. ‘he matter was one for the decision of the 
Conjoint Committees, and he saw no harm in expressing their disapproval of the 
crime, their sympathy with the Czar, their congratulations on his accession to 


the throne, and the hope that the condition of the Jews of Tussia might be | 


improved. (liear, Hear.) :

A letter was read from the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue intimating 


that Mr. Nahon had been elected a representativo of that synagogue at the Board 


of Shechita, in place of Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart., resigned. 

The subject of the ratification, or otherwise, of a resolution passed at the 
previous meeting of the Board, that a grant of £100 be made to the wife and 
‘children of the former Secretary, was brought forward, and, after eome discussion, 


was not confirmed, it being understood that the money would bo forthcoming 
from private sources. 


On the motion of Mr. J. Gotpniie it was resolved that the periods of servico 


regulating the salaries of the Shochetim and Shomecrim be altered, a detailed scale 
of wages to be submitted for the consideration of the next meeting of the Board. 

A letter concerning the purchase of the lease of a house in Alie Street, which 
itis proposed to convert into a poultry market and offices for the Board was 
referredto the Executive Committee for consideration and report.

Several letters from employés of the Board were read and other matters 


of no public importance were considered and the mectiog terminated with the 


usual vote of thanks to the Chairman. 


BIRMINGHAM. 


As reported in our issue of the 11th ult., the Midland Railway Company had applied 

to Parliament for power to acquire,among other property necessary for an extension of 
their line, the Burial Ground of the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation, situated at 
setholom Row. This ground being closed so recently as 1873, contains the remains of 
the relatives of the vast majority of the members. They therefore had very strong feelings 
against the proposal, both on personal and religious grounds. ‘The Council resolved to 
dissent from the railway company’s proposition, and at a special general meeting of the 
seat-holders, held on February 2, it was unanimously resolved firmly to resist the eom- 
pany’s application, and also to provide the necessary funds (so as not to burden the gene- 
ral funds of the congregation), to oppose the scheme. The opinion of Mr. J. 8. Dugdale, 
and that of Mr. William Clarke, C.E.,of Parliament Street, as to the ease and practicability 
of a deviating line, which would provide all that the railway company required, but would 
avoid the cemetery. The representatives of the company said they would However strictly 
adhere to the deposited plans, and threatened that if they were unsuccessful they would 
try again and again ull they obtained the ground. The bill was referred to a Scleet Com- 
mitee of the House of Commons (Mr. R. IP, Paget, chairman), and notwithstanding offers 
of hberal terms, &e., the congregation resolved to use all means in their power to. retain 
possession of, and protect from desecration, so sacred a spot. Mr Pope, Q.C., was engayed 
as leading counsel, and Mr. W. B. Lewis, as second engineer, Further surveying 
evidence was taken in Birmingham, and every possible preparation for opposition made. 
In the meantime, acting on the suggestion of Serjeant Simon, a copy of the petition which 
had been lodged in the House of Commons, was presented. by that gentleman to the 
Home Secretary, and at the request of Serjeant Simon, an investigation was ordered on 
the spot. Dr. Hoffman, Inspector of Burial Grounds, was sent down by Sir William 
Harcourt, on the 11th instant, and was met there by a deputation of the congregation, 
the professional gentlemen on both sides, and others. ‘Lhe report of Dr. Jlotfman was 
very sweeping in its terms, and-concluded by. advising the Home Secretary not to sanction 
the removal. In. face of the justice of congregation’s cause, the easy,and practicable 
alternative that their engineers proposed, and the report of the inspector, at the. last 
moment, in fact after the case had been opened by the counsel for the promoters (Mr. 
Bidder, Q.C.), the representatives of the Midland. Railway Company accepted a clause to 


_ be inserted in their bill which undertook that the proposed railway should be constructed 


according to the amended plan, and care should be taken to avoid the Burial Ground and its 
appurtenances. On this condition, the opposition was no further pursued. It is to be regretted 
that this wasnot originally conceded, as it-has cost the congregation avery largesum (£1,009), 
to defend their own rights. It is true that a guarantee fund was opened, but it is to be 
regretted that the generosity of the friends of the congregation must be further taxed. 
Doubtless, the sacrifice of money will not be considered in comparison to the outrage to-the 
feelings and grief which would have ensued had the result been otherwise. The warmest 
thanks are due and have heen offered to Serjeant-Simon for his advice and interest, to 
the Rey. Dr. H. Adler, for the readiness with which he came forward to give evidence 
before the committee, and to those who represented the congregation, for their firm attitude

Mr. 8. Schloss said that the thanks of the Board were due to Mr, Cohen for his - 


manly letter, and that the only matter for regret was that the President had not deemed 


- it necessery tocarry the matter to the Lord Chancellor. 


Messrs. P. Falk, J. F. Cohen, and E, A. Franklin urged that the Prosident should 
be requested to bring the matter to the notice of the Lord Chancellor, whilst, on the 
other hand, Messrs. B. Samuel, M.S. Oppenheim, H. Harris, and L. Hyams contended 
that Mr. Cohen having notified to Judge Turner that he would not trouble the Lord Chan- 
cellor with his offensive remarks, the President could not stultify himeelf by taking farther 
action in the matter. The subject then dropped, on the understanding that copies of the

Nicnotas was the standing formula “except the Jews,” and the phrase 
might well stand as a motto for an essay on the Russian treatment of the 


Jews. If any privilege were granted, it was given to all Russians “ except 


the Jews.” Ifany appeal was made to the patriotic feclings of Russia, it 


was made to all the Czau’s subjects “except the Jews.” In every social 
relation, for all political duties or privileges, exceptional legislation was the. 


order of the day with regard to the Jews. Freedom of locomotion through 


the vast dominions of all the Russias was greatly restricted. Liberty of 


settling was confined to certain specified districts. The liberal professions 


and Imperial service were completely closed. every direction, the -unfor-_ 


tunate Russian Jew found a barrier against a free development of his 
powers, Above all, the military conscription was applied most rigoronsly 
to the Jews regardless of all their deeply rooted convictions. To be pre- 
vented for a series of years from the observance of their religions rites was 
the severest form of oppression to the Russian Jews. And when it was 
found. that, in their desperation, they even maimed themselves to avold the 
hateful military service, measures were resorted to which can only be 
characterized as inhuman in point of ruthlessness. The Czan Nictoas 
ordered that the future conscripts should be seized at an early age and trained 
up away from their homes There are many. still living amongst us in 
London who could tell heartrending stories of being sent sorrowfully forth in 
tender childhood from the bosom of their-family to escape by a clandestine 
flight across the frontier the still more barbarous separation ordained by the 
Cyan, Inthe days of Nicnonas, the Russian army was a veritable Moloch 
for Jewish children, | 

If we cannot say that all this has been changed during the reign just 
ended so tragically, it is only fair to recognize great amelioration in many 
ofthe points mentioned, The restrictions on the liberal professions have 
been somewhat relaxed. The power of inovement and of settlement has 
been considerably extende 1, though even now there are many districts from 
Which the Jews, as Jews, are excluded, This frequently entails much 
misery, a8 an obsolete order is at times revived to remove them from a part 
where they had settled, ns was reeently the case with the Don Cossack 
territory.

the new Czar has announced that his main efforts will be ‘directed to ~ 


internal development, We trust that the Jews will receive the benefit of 
this excellent resolve, and that their condition will be ameliorated on the 
lines here indicated. Exclusiveness can only be removed by equality, and it 
is to be hoped that this principle will animate the action of ALex ANDER III, 
with regard to his Jewish subjects. | | 

At the same time it must be granted that there are certain difficulties 
in the way of this consummation, More than elsewhere, the apostates from 
Judaism have an evil influence on the fate of their former coreligionists in 
Russia, which possesses, it is said, no less than 80,000 of these renegades, 
As the imperial services are still shut out from Jews whfo remain faithfal 
to their convictions, the chief source of official information is in these 
voluntary outcasts, The temptations to apostasy are very great in Russia 
owing entirely to the exceptional legislation and the intimate relations of 
Church and State. And it is a universal rule that the proselyle shows his 
zeal by attacking his former associates, since only in this way can he repay 
their contempt. With the secret system of denunciation which Russia has 
adopted from the Venetian constitution great facilities are afforded to Jewish 
converts of severely injuring the Jews. Thus there can be no doubt that 
the loyalty of the Jews is held in suspicion by the Russian bureaucracy 
owing to the reports given toit by men of their own race, though no longer, 
at least nominally, of their own creed. And unfortunately these suspicions 
receive a certain amount of confirmation from the fact that a number of 
Jews have been found among the Nihilists. The enthusiasm for an idea, so 
characteristic of the Jewish nation, has Jed some more ardent members of 
the race to cast in their lot with the fanatical apostles of liberty, equality and 
fraternity, who possess only the “patriotism of dynamite.” As a conse- 
quence the Russian officials are persistent in their endeavours to prove that 
Nihilism is at bottom a Jewish movement. And, however erroneous this 


view may be it is to be feared that it may retard if not prevent the intersa | 


development of Russian Judaism. | 

Thaissue at stake is extremely great. Tu Western Europe one is. too 
apt to forget that the centre of gravity of Judaism is in Russia. ‘There 
reside the majority of Jews; there the Hebrew language is still spoken and 
read; thencevis derived the conservative element in all the Jewries of the 
world, Any improvement in the intellectual condition of the Russian Jews 
may have ultimate influence on the Jews throughout the world. And, on 
the other hand, any deterioration in their condition is sure to throw a 
farther burden on the benevolence of their Western brethren, For these 
reasons the course of Russian development for the next few years has an 
immediate interest for Jews throughout the world, —

SHELOMO BEN ADERETH.

___THE_JEWISH 


On Sunday, at the Council Room of tho Central Synagogue, Great Portland 


Dr. FRreDLANDER said that the Rabbi whom he had the pleasure of introd ucing 


to the meeting was a bright star in the sky of ‘Talmudical learning,a star whose rays 
enlighten the scholar in his endeavour to fathom the depths of the Halachah. The 


writiugs of R, Shelomo ben Adereth, of “arcelona, are of great interest to those who 


devote themselves to the study of the Talmad and contain also many points of more 


general interest. Ho is commonly cited by the abbreviation of Rashba, 


abbreviation which he shares with several other Rabbis: R Shimshou, of Sens, 


one of the Tossafists in Franc, who died about 1235; R. Samuel ben Abraham | 
Aboab, Chief Rabbi in Verona and Venice, who lived in the seventeenth 


century: and R, Shelomo ben. Abraham, of Montpellier, whose pupil, R. 
Jonah Hachasid, was one of ‘the teachers of R. Shelomo’ ben Adereth, 
Little is recorded of the private life of R. shelomo han Adereth, all we know is that 
he was born between 1235 and 1240 and he died about 1310. He was pupil of R. 


Jonah and Nachmanides, and was the spiritual guide of the community of Barcelona, | 


He had two sons of some influence in that congregation, Jehudah and Isaac. His 
writings may be divided as follows: 1. Correspondenee concerning the study. of 
philosophy ; 2. Correspondene of a general character. replies to questions concern- 
ing the religious and civil life of the Jews; 3. Commentary on the Talmud ; 4. 
Apologetic writings, refutation of arguments brought against Judaism by 
Christians and Mahomedans, It must be remembered that R. Shelomo lived in the 
13th century. The crusades which the Christians in the preceding centuries had 


undertaken against the Mahomedans in the Hast had come to an end but were 


replaced by crusades against the infidels at home, Dissent from the teachings of the 
Church, disobedience to the will of the Pope, was punished with excommunication or 
interdiction ; deviation from the authorised belief was to be eradicated by sword and 
fire. The spirit of intolerance ‘and fanaticism which had been the ally of the 
crusaders was kept alive by the orders of .monks that were formed under the 
auspices of the popes, especially by the, Franciscans and the Dominicans. The former 
sought toinfluence the heart and will of the multitude by popular addresses, the latter 
devoted themselves to study and sought to guide the intellectual training of the people. 
This difference was similar to that of two philosophical, or rather theological rchools 
of the age, Scotists and Thomists, The Scotists based their system of theology on 
the will of man; the Thomists on his in‘e)lect. The one school taught that it was 
the chief task of the theologian to solve all metaphysical problems and to force the 
people to accept the result. The other school taught that it was the primary 
duty of the Church to train and fashion man’s will according to the -precepts 
of Religion. These struggles. and disputes amongst the Christians als» 
affected the mind and modes of thought of the Jews, who were likewise 
divided into two parties: 1. The Liberals) or Philosophers who thought it 
to be the primary duty of a religious life to rearch for truth and to 
reek to discover a correct solution for all theological or metaphysical problems ; 2. 
The Conservatives or the Religious who placed the practice of good deeds and the 
obedience to the Divine Law above philosophical discussions. Such dir- 


putes, as amongst their Caristiaa neighbours, originally begun with the purest: 


motives, easily degenerated into personal persecutions, It had probably 
beea observed by the leaders of ths parties that the method by which the 
Church sought to remove dissent and to secure absolute obedience, had to some 
extent, at least, proved successful ; the method was therefore adoped. In the heat 
of the fight excommnnications were firel against each other, which for some time 
increased the bitter feeling on both sides, but in the end proved fruitless ; the 
dispute was in no way settled. This was but natural, for the question eannot be settled 
as long as faith and rea-on reinain essential factors in the existence of man, essential 
factors in his happiness--and this. will always be the case—so long will 
remain the fluctuation in the preponderauce given to the one factor or to the other. 
Liven in the Messianic period, in which general and lasting peace is promised, so lone 
as man’s nature remaine the same, this antagonism between Maith and Reisen 
may still continue without ia the least disturbing the well-establishod happiness of 
mankind. The antagonism between Faith and Reason made itself more noticeable 
whenever the Jews caine into close contact with ideas of other nations. Thus 
the conflict between the dilierent parties became fierce when the Jews for the first 
time learnt Greek manners and Greek literature in the age of Alexander the Great: 
When a fresh contact with Greek literature and thought took place through the 
medium of the Arabic, the conflict was renewed. Saadia already attempted a recon- 
ciliation ; Maimonides, too, made an attempt in a more comprehensive manner and 
a more philosophical form. The attempts were not successful. Maimonides 
distinctly states that he only desired to bring abont a reconciliation of the 


two conflicting elements in those who felt themselves troubled by that conflict, — 


but he by no means intended to create it where it did not exist, It appeared, 
however, that his works were most cagerly studied by the faithful believers, 
who did not seek a cure, and who on the contrary were wounded and disturbed by 


the contents of Maimonides’ writings. ‘lo this class belonged Shelomo ben Abraham 


of Montpellier, Maimonides’s conception of prophecy, of the miracles, of our future 
condition, must have perplexed many readers inatead of guiding them ; it was 


opposed to the notions which were current among the people, and superficial or ynbe-— 


lieving readers could easily derive from the words of Maimonides the very opposite 
of what he intended to teach. So ¢¥., Maimonides himself had to write a separate 
essay ou the Resurrection of the Dead in order to defend himself against the insinu- 
ation that he rejected that belief although he had declared it to be one of the Thir- 
teen Articles of Faith. R. Shelomo of Montpellier, together with R. Jonah and &. 


David, issued a decree, cheren, excommunicating those who studied the. Worvh or 
Sefer Hammadda, This cherem is chiefly known from the writings of the Maimoniate... 


t happened that the Dominicans who had undertaken the task to cure the Albigenses 


in the South of France of heretic tendencies, seized the writings of Maimonides, and © 
_ condemned the Morch and Sefer Llammadda to be burnt. R. Shelomo is accused of 


having instigated the Dominicans to this act. This led to bitter strife between the 


Maimonists‘and anti-Maimonists... It. is further stated that R. Jonah was so dis: 


gusted with the proceeding of R. Shelomo that he separated from him and vowed. 


to travel to the grave of Maimonides, and there express his regret that he had ever 


uttered a word against Maimonides, This regret R. Jonah publicly declared in a 
synagogue in Paris. But the whole story seems to be based on a mere rumour eagerly 
seized upon by the opponents of R. Shelomo in order to damage his reputation and 
weaken his. authority, ‘There are also discrepances in the reports of the matter, 
These variations were mentioned by Dr. referred.to the 
srowing practice of young preachers to introduce metaphysical phrases before an 
unphilosophical audience ‘and the substitution of reference to the philosophical 
teachings of Aristotle and Plato in the place of quotations from the Bible and 
Midrash, Abba Mari, an influential member of the Montpellier Congregation, 
appealed to R, Shelomo to formally prohibit the study of Greek philosophy and. to 
KCOMM) The rabbi declined, and recommended Abba Mari to 
diminish the evil by reason and kind words.

and (;3) those who condemned any religious work onaccount of its philosophiocharacter.

‘he two divergent opinions concerning the study of philosophy and science con- 


_ tinued to divide the community even after the banishment of the Jews from France, 
The general correspondence of R. Shelomo included responses to letters from all 


parts of the globe, and testifies to his consvientiousness, honesty, vast knowledge, and 
sound judgment. They form five volumes, and the replies are short and clear, and 


always supported by references to the Talmud or to decisions of former authorities.

BRADFORD HEBREW CONGREGATION. 


| [rrom A CORRESPONDENT. ] 
On Tuesday next the first synagogue erected 
solemnly consecrated. The officiating ministers will 


be the Rev. A. Lowy, - 


of the congregation. This occasion affords a fitting opportunity to sketch — 
the history of the congregation, 
| For the last thirty or forty years Bradford has incluled among its 
inhabitants a number of German Jewish residents who settled there in 
business. Many of those early residents were attached to the neighbour.ng 
congregations in Leeds and Manchester, which probably accounted for the 
fact that no resolute effort was made at first to form a congregation in 
Bradford, A few members of the faith, however, gathered together to — 
celebrate the high festivals, but they had no properly qualified minister to 
officiate, and the services were consequently of a very primitive character. 
During the steady growth of the town in commercial importance, the number 
of Jewish residents proportionately increased and the formation of a union 
among them was felt to be desisable. Iu consequence of that feeling, the 
Rey. Dr. N. M. Adler, Chief Rabbi of the Orthodox Congregations of 
England, paid.a visit to Bradford in the year 1870, and endeavoured to 
bring about an effort on the part of the resident Jews to form a religious 
organization. At that jancture, however, such a project was not considered ° 
feasible, and the idea was allowed for the time to lapse. But through the 
exertions of the late Charles Lemon and Charles Calmann (whose death 
occurred geome months ago) and others, a further meeting was held on the 
| first of April, 1473, at which the late Charles Lemon was Chairman. It 
4 was then resolved to form an association under the title of “The Jewish 
Association of Bradford,” for the purpose of “upholding and edvancing the 
a’ cange of Judaism and providing for the religious teaching of the Jewish 
_ children,” and a committee was formed to develope the scheme, At the same 
meeting it was thought that ‘the first efforts of the Association should be 
directed towards the acquisition of a Jewish burial ground -A donation list 
was accordingly opened, and its success was such that in a short time the: 
sum of £00 was subscribed, and a portion of land in Scholemore Cemetery 
was secured and and formally ect apart as the Jewish burial ground, and 
subsequently a small “burial chapel” was erected thereon. In addition 
an annual subscription list was begun and became so far successful that the 
association felt encouraged to appoint a regular and properly trained minister. 


‘The gentleman chosen was the Rey. Dr. Joseph Strauss who entered: upon 

: | F his duties on the Ist of November, 1873. A complete religious organization 
OE was then formed, and regular services have since been held on Sabbaths and 
Al feetivals. The children are duly instructed both in the principles and 
beth history of Judaism and in Hebrew. Up to the present time, these services 

‘a’ have been held in the Freemasons’ Hall, Salem Street, but, finding that the 


rooms were used for secular purposes which interfered with.diyine worship, 
the association resolved to make an effort to raise funds for building a 
synagogue. Mainly through the unwearied exertions of the roinister, the 
Kev. Dr. Strauss and Mr. Calmann the President of the congregation, whose 
early death is deep'y Jamented, donations were collected. Ultimately a plot 
of ground in Bowland Street was bought for £700. Mr. Bernhard Cohen, 
the head of the firm of Messrs. Charles Semon end Co., most liberally 
offered to pay that SUI, ana presented the site to the congregation, This ; 
happy and unexpected event coupled with the liberal donations of many 
friends (not all belonging to our faith) induced the Committee to at once 
carry forward the building scheme: Vians prepared by Messrs. Healey for 
the synagogue and schools were adopted and the building was commenced - 
without delay. ihe first sod was turned on the 5th of January 1880, and 
the cornerstone was laid the 6th of April 1880 by the late J. A. Unna who 
died an octogenarian some months ago, The saying of the Talmud
